“Right now it looks like we have 
the labor mobilized to harvest all 
the crops.” declared J. M. Fry, Ex­ 
tension Service director and head of 
the emergency farm labor program 
In the state. 
He said 12.744 had 
been employed by July 31 and that 
the number has increased by three 
thousand since then. 
A farm labor camp housing 70 
women and girls opened yesterday 
at Kepler Lodge near Pequea, Lan­ 
caster county, and 102 boys, most 
of them from Philadelphia, arrived 
the same day at Old Forge, near 
Waynesboro, Franklin county. 
“We plan to keep these camps 
going until Nov. I, depending on 
local labor needs." Fry said in an 
interview. More than 1,000 workers 
will be housed in these and camps 
to be opened later near Boyertown.

county; and Mont Alto, Franklin 
county. 
A seventh camp for men 
was set up Saturday near Quaker­ 
town, Bucks county.
